esterday mor ning' and i-n ated much 
sorrow ami)ii„' scores to whom she was 
well known. Mr. Sim A. .Middleton. 
of this county, who hapin rled to Ik* in 
he city and wii- -pemlm;; 'he iiik'ht at 
a friend's on the op|io*i)e *ide of thn 
street, was attracted by her screams 
and ran over to find that a lamp had 
explcsied, so frit'htfully hurnintf her. j 
t hat -he died a few hours later. She 
was the oldest child of John M.and Mrs. 
.Mattie White of this county, and she 
leave- he-ides her hushatul. four child- 
run, the youngest a two-months old ba- 
by. 

The Iferald'- account i- a- follow-: 
.\\x)u\ '.I o'cliK-k IttBt night .Mr*. Idol 
started down the Stairs with one of her 
children In her arms. Her sister, Miss 
.Mamie White, who was visiting at her 
home, followed close l>ehind. carry- 
ing a lamp. The lamp slipped from 
her hands, and falling, broke at Mrs. 

Idol's feet, -catti-rlng the oil ()Ver the 

stair*, .\lmo8t instantly she was com- 
pletely enveloped In the flamee. She 
ran down the step* and into a lonm, 
where ghe threw herself uiwin a Ix d 
anil :ni .1 to wrap the bed clothing' 
about her, but the covers also took tire, 
and before anything could be done she 
had Is'eu hiH iieil to almost an unrei-ojr- 
niicable condition. The burns covered 
the entire body, with the exception of 
the iipjMT part of the face. The tlejih 
on iiarts of the body wa* cooked to the 
lione and preaoBlad a horrible sight to 
look upon. 

The sulTering of the poor woman was 
aironi/.inv'. None but the strun^resl 
could remain in the room where she 
waa, and her groans and screams rent 
the heart- of those oin-i, I, . The phy- 
sician* seemed unable to do anything to 
relieve her terrible suffering, and could 
hanllv restrain her in her frantic paiti 
from tearing away the charred tiesh 
that caused her nnlKarable torture. At 
the suggestion of physician* she was 
taken to the Protestant Infirmary, but 
she died shortly afterwani-. 

The grief of the sister was most pit- 
iable. She blames herself for the acci- 
dent. .\fter didn^r all >he could and 
viewing the ijuiverin;: form, she cover- 
ed her face with her hands to bide her 
s4d>s of grief and left the nsmi, Iv ini: 
unable lon>rcr to bear the f \nM. The 
child Idol wiij. carrying; was badly 

hliatered about the legs, but the little 
fclknr seemed to be crying more forthe 
sufTorinj; mother than for at)y pain of 
it* own.
